CARE FOOD PARCELS 
‘BOOSTING OUTPUT 
» OF COAL IN RUHR 


ESSEN, Germany, Nov. 11 (AP) 
—The Ruhr’s coal output, which 


climbed feebly to an average of 
230,000 tons a day in August, sud- 
denly has spurted to more than 
274,000 tons a day. Production 
was 190,912 tons daily at the be- 
ginning of the year. 

Both Allied and German officials 
say this result has been accom- 
plished by rewarding miners with 
CARE food parcels and Ten-in- 
One packages containing food and 
clothing materials, 

CARE packages containing 40,- 
000 calories each were awarded 
to miners whose mines over a 
four-week period matched or ex- 
ceeded their best previous postwar 
output. Every mine in the Ruhr 
succeeded in doing this. The Ten- 
in-One packages were offered to 
miners whose mines exceeded the 
best previous four-week output by 
16 per cent. 

It is this phase which is now 
in operation, and miners in the 
Ruhr are reported in a happier 
frame of mind than at any time 
since the * of the war as they 
wield their picks in an effort to 
win a Ten-in-One package before 
Christmas.

BLAZING DC-6 LANDS

Their cash bid, accepted early 
this year, was $143,127,000. 

Their stake in the company sud- 
denly soared to $9,975,000 when the 
Securities and Exchange commis- 
sion yesterday approved a plan 
whereby their holdings were in- 
creased to 1,050,000 shares 
a seven-for-one stock split.

AS VALID DEFENSE

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 11—A 
defense of the delayed effect of 
a couple of drinks was rejected by 
the Missouri Supreme Court yes- 
terday afternoon, in affirming the 
conviction of James Bryant of 
Springfield, Mo., of driving a mo- 
tor car while in an intoxicated 
condition, The conviction carried 
a sentence of six months in jail 
and a fine of $100. 
Judge C. A. Leedy Jr., who wrote 
an opinion adopted by Division 
No. 2 of the Supreme Court, said 
Springfield officers testified Bry- 
ant was intoxicated when he was 
arrested about 4 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon of Dec. 27, 1945, in his car, 
in the driveway of his home. 
Bryant admitted, Judge Leedy 
said, that he drank two “double 
shots” of whisky after leaving his 
office to drive home, but denied 
he was intoxicated at any time 
while operating his car. 
“A novel aspect of his defense,” 
Judge Leedy said, “was that while 
he admitted having drunk some 
liquor about 3:30, its intoxicating 
effect was sufficiently delayed, or 
slow-motioned, as to permit him 
to drive home in a perfectly so- 
ber condition.” 

The court overruled contentions 
of trial error, and held the record 
was sufficient, in affirming the 
conviction.

Dispatch reporter he opposed 
small governmental units, which 
he described as “historical an- 
achronisms.“ 

He said he favored consolida- 


‘tion of small units in order to ob- 


tain abler officials and more 
efficiency. In the case of Pearl 
Harbor, however, its village func- 
tions on dissolution would be 
taken over by the St. Clair 
County Board of Supervisors. 

The village board voted last 
night after receiving a petition 
for disincorporation signed by 
216 voters, to hold a referendum 
Nov. 29. A simple majority will 
be required for the village which 
has a population of about 650, to 
vote itself out of existence, to- 
gether with a village tax of 22 
cents on the $100 valuation. 

Principal argument for creating 
the village was to obtain a water 
system. Subsequently $110,000 in 
bonds were voted and a system 
was installed, but no principal 
payments have been made on the 
bonds, Godlewski said. Asked 
what would happen to the bonds, 
he said he “supposed the bond- 
holders would take the water 
system over.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11—The

ence.” Just how these traditions 
of freedom and democracy squared 
with the hidden wires near the 
statue remained open to much 
speculation in the capital today.

FEDERAL REVENUE RUNNING 
AHEAD OF BUDGET ESTIMATE 


Receipts Thus Far Indicate That Increase for 
- Year May Partly Offset Cost of 
Foreign Aid. | 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP)— 
A tax windfall resulting from 
booming business is showing prom- 
ise of balancing off part of this 
year’s added costs of aid to Eu- 
rope. ; 

Some Government analysts said 
today receipts for the current fis- 
cal year ending next June 30 may 
top the present budget estimate 
of $41,700,000,000 by two billion 
dollars if nothing happens to 
check the revenue flow. Last 
year’s total was 543, 200,000,000. 
Secretary of State Marshall ves- 
terday put at $2,597,000,000 the 
cost of this country’s stop-gap and 
long-range assistance programs 
between now and the end of the 
fiscal year. His total included 
$597,000;000 in emergency aid to 
France, Italy and Austria; $500,- 
000,000 for the first three months 
of the long-range recovery pro- 
gram, — 

The Government analysts said 
they saw little or no threat on 
the business horizon to continued 
high taxes, but that any tax cut- 
ting .measure could upset their 


| calculations. 


Revenue collections for the first 


third of this fiscal year — the 


slackest season of the tax collec- 
tion calendar—belied Budget Bu- 
reau predictions by running 3200, 
000,000 ahead, instead of behind, 


the same period of last year. 


They totaled $12,195,662,555 for 
the July 1-Oct. 31 period. Indi- 
vidual income taxes withheld from 
pay checks brought in 33,319,417, 
114, nearly $500,000,000 more than 
the comparable period of 1946. 

Individual income tax payments 
are expected to rise even higher 
when farmers, who are outside 
the withholding system, pay their 
taxes on income helped to new 
records by high prices. 

High prices also have helped 
swell corporate income taxes. 
These during the July-October pe- 
riod had the major part in boost- 
ing non-withholding collections to 
$4,510,909,415. That, however, was 
$600,000,000 under last year when 
some excess-profits taxes still were 
collected despite eartier repeal of 
the wartime levy.

Notre Dame, said he “would con- 
sider it a great honor and priv- 
flege” to continue in these two 
positions “for as long a period of 
time as university officials believe 
I can be an asset to this institu- 
tion.” 


Publication of a story that Leahy /| 


had offered a verbal resignation 
to university officials prompted 
him to give this statement to Jim 
Costin, sports editor of the South 
Bend Tribune: 

1 would consider it a great 
honor and privilege to remain at 
Notre Dame as head football 
coach and athletic director for as 
long a period of time as univer- 
sity officials believe I can be an 
asset to this institution. i 

“Why should I think of resign- 
ing when my relations with uni- 
versity officials have been abso- 
tutely beyond reproach, and I 
hope sincérély that my work in 
the future at Notre Dame will 
cause Father Cavanaugh and 
Father Murphy to want me to re- 
main for a long period of time.”

In Illinois for 


Ducks on Flight 


URBANA, III., Nov. 11 (UP)— 
Duck banding and trapping have 
shown that most ducks make only 
one stop in Illinois on their south- 
ward flights, the state's chief 
duck census taker said today. 

Frank Bellrose, associate game 
specialist for the Illinois natural 
history survey, said that ducks 
stopping along the upper Missis- 


Jaippi near Savannah don't stop 


again at Havana as once supposed. 
Ducks at Savannah and Havana 
belong to different flights, Bell- 


rose said, and if they don't find 


food and rest conditions “attrac- 
tive,” they don’t come in for an- 
other landing until they reach Ar- 
kansas, Tennessee or Mississippi. 

The survey has four trapping 
and banding stations in the state 
this year. In addition, the game 
experts are X-raying trapped 
ducks to find out the percentage 
of ducks hit by hunters and the 


‘lefiect of lead shot on the birds. 


Bellrose said banding opera- 
tions also have shown that bird 
refuge; are good for both the 
ducks and the hunters. The ref- 
uges hold the ducks in the state 
by affording good resting areas, 


‘Bellrose said. Banding has shown 


that 60 per cent of the ducks 
killed in the Spring lake refuge 
were bagged within a 80-mile ra- 
dius of the refuge, indicating the 
birds rest in the refuge and feed 
outside of it. 


Walt for Colder Weather. 
URBANA, III., Nov. 11 (AP)— 
Tilinois hunters today were urged 
by Dr. Ralph E. Yeatter, game 
specialist of the Illinois natural 
history survey, to delay hunting 
rabbits until the onset of freez- 


ing weather so as to minimize the 


denger of contracting tularemia. 
Yeatter said the mild autumn 
weather and the absence of state- 
wide killing frosts have delayed 
the hibernation of rabbit ticks, 
the principal carriers of tularemia 
among cottontails. He added the 
present weather situation has in- 
creased the tularemia hazard to 
hunters who take cottontails at 
the start of the hunting season. 
The survey said that in the av- 
erage hunting season about one- 
half of the total bag of rabbits is 
taken during the first week. But 
Dr. Yeatter warned that unless 
hunters reverse the usual proce- 
dure this year and do most of 
their hunting later, there is a 
possibility of a serious outbreak 
of human tularemia. 

A recent report of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health said 
that the number of tularemia 
cases up to late October was about 
three times more than compared 
with last year.

MARTIN STUDYING 
REQUEST 10 KILL 
CONTEMPT GASES 


Attorneys for 10 Holly- 
wood Figures Appear 
Before Speaker in Priv- 
ate Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP)— 
Speaker Martin (Rep.), Massachu- 
setts, took under consideration to- 
day a request that he throw out 
contempt of Congress moves 
against 10 Hollywood writers, di- 
rectors and producers. 

Martin Popper of Washington 
and Lester M. Levin of New York, 
counsel for the 10 men, made the 
request in a one-hour private hear- 
ing granted them by the House 
Speaker, 

The contempt actions were in- 
itiated by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities because 
the men either refused to answer, 
or gave what the committee con- 
sidered unsatisfactory answers, to 
questions whether they were or 
have been Communist party mem- 
bers, 

The 10 were called at witnesses 
in the committee’s inquiry into 
Communism in Hollywood. 

Under usual procedure, when 
Congress is not in session, con- 
tempt recommendations from a 
committee of the House go to the 
Speaker, who turns them over to 
the United States Attorney for 
prosecution. If Congress is in ses- 
sion, the recommendations are put 
before the House for a vote, 


Lawyer's Two Points. 

Popper and Levin argued to 
| Martin: ; 
1. That he should simply refuse 
to certify the committee’s recom- 
mendations to the United States 
attorney. They contended he has 
power to do that and thus, in ef- 
fect, squelch the moves against 
the 10 


2. That if he decides against 
| Squelching the actions himself, he 
should hold them until the house 
meets next Monday and put them 
before the House for a vote. 

Martin gave no indication as to 
when he would make a decision 
but told reporters a technicality 
has prevented the committee from 
formally presenting the citations 
to him. 

It was learned the technicality 


is the fact that the committee’s 
action on the contempt citations 
Bator. by telegraphic vote. Some 
| authorities on congressional pro- 
cedure are of the opinion that 
| there must be a formal meeting of 
the committee to act on the 
matter. f 

Reads Section of Law. 

Martin indicated he has some 
doubts as to hig discretion in the 
matter once all technicalities are 
met. He read to reporters a sec- 
tion of the law saying “it shall be 
the duty” pf the speaker “to certi- 
fy and he shall so certify” to the 
United States attorney contempt 
citations from a committee. 

Popper contended the speaker 
has discretion and should decline 
to certify “because the inquiry 
violated the constitutional rights 
of the individuals under the First, 
Ninth and Tenth Amendments.” 

Committee sources indicated 
they expected a majority of the 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee to be in Washington on Fri- 
day. In that event, the commit- 
tee could take a vote then on the 
| contempt citations if it was con- 
cerned that the telegraphic poll 
failed to conform with congres- 
sional rules. 

The 10 men cited by the com- 
mittee are Alvah Bessie, Ring 
Lardner Jr., John Howard Law- 
son, Adrian Scott, Edward Dmy- 
tryk, Dalton Trumbo, Albert 
Maltz, Samuel Ornitz, Herbert 
Biberman and Lester Cole, Moat 
of them are writers who, the com- 
mittee charged at its hearings, 
have been affiliated with Commu- 
nist or Communist Front organi- 
zations. 

All contended the committee had 
no right to inquire into their po- 
litical beliefs. 

The maximum penalty on con- 
viction of contempt of Congress 
is a $1000 fine and a year in jail.

Even before attaining absolute 
mastery, the.Soviets have already 
given proof that in their hands, 
the highly developed and special- 
ized Czechoslovak industrial econ- 
omy will be like an expensive and 
delicate watch in the hands of 
an energetic child, 

This is crucial, The Soviet or- 
8 of eastern and central 

urope cannot be maintained for- 
ever by force alone. In this area, 
more advanced than the Soviet 
Union, populated by men and wom- 
en with memories of better times, 
it will not always be enough for 
the machine to be merely strong; 
it must also be productive, And 
Czechoslovakia, as the most pro- 

ive of all the nations within 
he Soviet sphere, is likely to be- 
come the first test case. 

First of all, it must be noted 
that the present appearance of 
Czech prosperity is partly delu- 

. This country was enriched 
as well as loo by the Nazis. 
Much new industrial plant was 
built here during the war years, 
and the Nazis actually increased 
Czech industrial output by more 
than 20 per cent. Old and new in- 
dustrial plant survived the con- 
flict with relatively little dam- 
age, and large stocks of industrial 
raw materials were also left be- 
hind by the defeated Germans. 


Trouble Developing. 

These advantages, plus huge 
UNRRA aid, plus the industry 
and ingenuity of the people, ac- 
count for the wonderfully rapid 
postwar revival here. Now, how- 
ever, the wartime stocks of ‘raw 
materials are exhausted, The na 
tional industrial plant is beginning 
to suffer severely from being op- 
erated full blast for two years 
with no repair or replacement. 
And a severe dollar shortage is 
festricting imports of vital raw 
materials. 

These causes, combined with the 
sudden search for hard currency 


country, have already produced 
an ominous result. Since the 
Marshall Plan crisis, the Czech 
crown has almost halved in value 
on the Prague black market. 
Crowns can now be bought at the 
rate of more than 200 to the dol- 
lar. 

The Czech Communists promise 
that trade with the Kast will ex- 
tricate the country from its diffi- 
culties. But the most important 
Czech raw materials come from 
the West. The greatest efforts 
have not increased Czech trade 
with the Soviet sphere beyond 25 
per cent of the total. And what 
makes the outlook all the more 
grim is the experience the Czechs 
have already had with the Soviets 


At this moment, Czechoslo- 
vakia’s favorite dumpling diet is 
acutely threatened by a bad har- 
vest. As a reward for non-par- 
ticipation in the Marshall Plan, 
the Kremlin has promised to cover 
the deficit with 200,000 tons of 
grain. A little more than 12,000 
tons of grain have been delivered, 
and shipments have ceased. The 
Soviets want to be paid, and paid 
well for their kindness. 

Furthermore, they do not want 
the highly finished products in 
which Czech industry has always 
specialized. Their main demand 
is 200,000 tons of crude cast iron 
pipe. To meet the demands, the 
Czechs would virtually have to 
dismantle their iron and steel in- 
dustry. 
Nor is this fundamental unfit- 
ness of Czech specialized indus- 
try to meet crude Soviet require- 
merits the only difficulty. Czech 
blast furnaces are built to con- 
sume high quality ore. The Soviets 
for a long time persistently of- 
fered their own iron ore, high in 
sulphur content. 

Finally, after the most desperate 
pleas, the Czechs received a Soviet 
promise of 100 cars of Swedish 
ore. On arrival, the shipment was 
subjected to spot check, passed as 
meeting specification, and sent to 
the blast furnaces. The furnaces 
were instantly ruined. From ig- 
norance or fraud, the Soviet bu- 
reaucrats had included eight tons 
of low-quality, high-sulphur-con- 
tent ore, which the spot check 
had not disclosed.

“Did You Know... ? 


We publish on this page today a very interest 
ing letter from Irving Olds, chairman of the board 
of U. S. Steel. It is in reply to an editorial 
criticizing U. S. Steel for its failure to expand 
basic steel capacity to meet the needs of full em- 


ployment in peacetime and of national defense, 
in time of war. 


The letter asks a series of .questions all of 
which begin, Did you know.. .?“ The answer, 
in general, is “Yes.” Thanks to the publicity re- 
leases which appear, promptly and in profusion 
in newspaper offices, we did know most of the 


things cited in this letter. 


The statistics sound formidable but they do 
not address themselves, except for one sentence, 
to the topic at hand—namely the postwar expan- 
sion of basic steel capacity in the United States. 

Mr. Olds inquires, “Did you know that U. S. 
Steel since 1940 has increased its steel-making 
capacity 2,000,000 tons of steel ingots annually?” 
Of course, but practically all this was done dur- 
ing the war—under pressure from President 
Roosevelt. The minimum of 10,000,000 addi- 
tional tons of basic capacity which Government 
economists say is needed to maintain full em- 
ployment is in addition to the wartime expansion. 

Furthermore, this 2,000,000-ton expansion of 

which Mr. Olds speaks includes purchases of 
Defense Plant Corporation steel facilities at 20 
per cent of their cost to the Government, or ex- 
pansion by U. S. Steel itself with Government 
permission to depreciate the cost at the rate 
of 20 per cent a year from wartime profits. Con- 
sidering the profits assured during the war from 
the new capacity, no more confidence or risk- 
taking was involved in this than would be re- 
quired to stoop down and pick up a dollar off 
the pavement. 
Mr. Olds also cites that U. S. Steel now has 
under way an expansion program (over a period 
of a few years) of a half billion dollars of its own 
funds, and that this amounts to more than 50 
per cent of the net book value of the company 
as of Dec. 31, 1946. 

By far the greater portion of this sum, how- 
ever, is not for expanding basic steel capacity 
but for expansion of facilities to process steel 
into sheets, tin plate and Other semi-finished 
products. One of U. S. Steel’s financial weak- 
nesses has lain in selling too much of its iron 
and steel in their basic forms. It doubtless is 
improving its earning power by installing new 
finishing capacity. Expenditures for this pur- 
pose, however, have nothing to do with expand- 
ing basic steel capacity. | 

It is a trick statement to say, as Mr. Olds 
does, that U. S. Steel's present expansion pro- 
gram amounts to more than 50 per cent of the 
book value of the corporation’s physical proper- 
ty. This book value was carried, at the end of 
1946, at $827,000,000. But that figure does not 
represent the actual value of the properties, and 
only reflects the swift depreciation which the 
Government permitted during the war. 

The company carries its “total investment” at 
$1,684,000,000, and it was this figure to which 
Mr. Olds referred when he said recently that 
U. 8. Steel's net profit in 1946 “was equivalent 
to a return of only 544 per cent on the total in- 
vestment of the corporation.” Mr. Olds should 
not expect the public to take one figure when 


‘he is telling how important his expansion pro- 


gram is and a figure twice as large when he is 
telling the modesty of his profits. 

Only when he cites that U. S. Steel is putting 
in, at its own expense, 1,000,000 tons of postwar 
capacity to make pig iron does Mr. Olds come to 
the crux of the question. But this is only a 
third @f the basic expansion U. S. Steel will have 
to install if it puts in its share of the 10,000,000 
tons of postwar steel capacity which the Senate’s 
steel committee seems to think necessary. 

When conservative Republicans like Senator 
Martin of Pennsylvania read Big Steel a lecture 
for its “public-be-damned attitude” and its head- 
in-the-sand technique of the ostrich,” and threaten 
that “Uncle Sam will move in as a traffic cop,” 
it is time to quit relying on public relations 
handouts and take a hard look at performance. 

The figures in Mr. Olds’ letter will not do much 
to lighten the woes of steel fabricators. They 


told Senator Martin's committee they had been 


waiting for two years or more for the steel com- 
panies to give them the raw material necessary 


to keep their plants operating and the pay 


checks going to their employes.

Brazil’s experiment in taking war ref- 
ugees .as settlers is not working out as 
planned. Government officials are irritated 
by the troubles the refugees are causing. 
Many of the refugees from Europe are ex- 
pressing disappointment over the new life 
they are finding in Brazil. Dispatches from 


Rio de Janeiro, Sao Paulo and other big 


centers speak of an “immigration scandal.” 


Initial miscalculation is laid at the door 
of the former Colonization Commissioner, 
Joao Alberto Lins de Barros. He promised 
the United Nations in July 1946 that Brazil 
would welcome as many as 800,000 refugees. 
It was an unrealistic pramise, The Govern- 
ment wound up by agreeing to accept 5000 
this year, but on an experimental basis. 


Despite its limited nature, this operation 
is not going satisfactorily. After an on- 
the-spot survey of refugee reception centers 
and resettlement areas in Brazil, Bernard 
. Redmont, World Report’s staff corre- 
spondent, reports as follows: 


Refugees are discontented for many rea- 
sons. Criticism of living conditions, low pay 
and poor food is almost universal, A num- 
ber of immigrants protest that they have 
not been given the jobs they were prom- 
ised before leaving Europe. Some settlers 
who claimed they were electricians struck 
recently rather than work in coal mines. 


They Want Milk, Meat! 


Workers assigned to coffee plantations 
charge that the owners treat them as if 
they were feudal serfs. The settlers’ com- 
plaints about their lot are studded with 
such expressions as: “starvation conditions 
. „ poverty ... worse than the camps of 
Europe.” Some have to work for as little 
as 20 cents a day. None makes as much 
as $1 a day. 

Plantation owners, on their part, are 
amazed by the attitude of the refugees. 
“These immigrants,” one manager en- 
claimed, “why, they want milk, eggs, pork, 
even a hen! That’s impossible.” Owners 
cannot understand why the refugees are 
not content with the diet of rice and beans 
that satisfies the native-born workers. 


Brazilian officials blame much of the 


trouble on the immigrants. They say that 
many misrepresented their skills or trade 
in order to gain admission into the coun- 
try. The deception is discovered when 
they are assigned to jobs after arrival, 


There are some refugees too, who look 
on Brazil as a way station to the United 
States. Their primary concern is to find 
an opportunity to move on. 


Inadequate screening of prospective set- 
tlers by the Brazilian Selection Commit- 
tee in Europe aecounts for some difficul- 
ties. Brazilians at home claim that the com- 
mittee fails to brief immigrants properly 
on what sort of life awaits them. New 
settlers are unprepared for the change in 
work, culture, language, food and climate. 


Charges also are heard that the com- 
mittee has not been thorough enough in 
checking the backgrounds of immigrants 
to make sure they are qualified for the 
type work expected of them. 


IRO Officials Worried 


No improvement is likely in the present 
situation. The Brazilian Government is 
handicapped by the lack of competent per- 
sonnel, by inadequate facilities for han- 
dling, immigrants and by un-co-ordinated 
and overlapping administration. Money also 
is a problem, It costs $1000 to resettle one 
refugee. 


Officials connected with the Internation- 
al Refugee Organization are not happy 
about the way things have worked out. Un- 
less Brazil can improve resettlement con- 
ditions, IRO may not agree to any further 
movement of refugees to the country after 
this year. . 

Big question now is whether it is going 
to be possible to salvage the Brazilian ex- 
periment after such a discouraging start. 


The experiment is being watched closely 
not only in Washington, London and at 
Lake Success but by all Latin-American 
countries that are considering immigration 
programs. IRO has a lot at stake. 


The outcome in Brazil may well deter- 
mine what the rest of South America de- 
cides to do about admitting European ref- 
ugees in the future, 


Big Job for Farmers 


From the San Francisco Chronicle 


The productivity of the American farm- 
er is the most important economic fact in 
the world at this moment. Sixteen coun- 
tries of Europe alone are absolutely de- 
pendent upon him. 

Just how dependent? A fact came out 
in a Washington dispatch the other day 
which gives you at least a statistical meas- 
ure. During the year 1946-47 the United 
States sent 8.6 per cent of its total food 
supply to other nations, or the equivalent 
of 271 pounds for every man, woman 
and child in the United States. 


This stupendous food-export effort is 
without parallel in the history of the human 
race. In weight it amounted to 18,168,000 
long tons. There are 8,600,000 Americans 
at work on farms, and that means we ex- 
ported two and one-quarter tons of food 
per farm worker, 

K was enough food to provide 26,000,000 


people with an American diet, say around 
3300 calories a day, for an entire year. Ac- 
tually, of course, the food tonnage we 
shipped made the difference between 
starvation and reasonabe nutrition in many 
times 26,000,000 lives. 

More than half the condensed milk and 
dry whole milk we produced last year went 
overseas, four out of every 10 bushels of 
rice we grew, exactly one third of our 
wheat, and so on, 

It is an astonishing record to see in cold 
figures. Furthermore it is a record which 
is undoubtedly going to have to be matched 
or even exceeded this year.

On this note the author carries through 
his study of the Mexican and United States 
Indians, rationalizing their and 
religions 2 in their most difficult aspects, 
as the human sacrifices of the Azetcs. He 
decries the long fight waged by ours and 
other governments to destroy Indians, and 
praises the new outlook (opened in 1929 by 
President Hoover) which began by 
them status, then power and respo ity.

Fear Long Wait on Austria. 

The Foreign Ministers disagree 
so thoroughly on the first four 
items that American officials be- 
lieved it would be a long time be- 
fore they reach the Austrian ques- 
tion. Russia agreed at the end of 
the war that Austria would have 
its independence as soon as possi- 
ble. 

But, according to American of- 
ficials, Russia is now the chief 
obstacle to Austrian independence. 
The Americans and British want 
Austria to be discussed first by 
the Foreign Ministers, and may 
press their point today. 

(Until an Austrian peace treaty 
is signed, the Russians have the 
right to maintain occupation 
troops in that country. To guard 
supply lines for those troops, Rus- 
sia also maintains large bodies of 
troops in other Balkan countries 


separating Austria from the So- 


viet Union.) 

Whitehall officials also criti- 
cized as “unrealistic” the Soviet 
proposal to delay consideration of 
reparations until after the minie- 
ters had handled the “knotty but 
comparatively unimportant” ques- 
‘tions about peace conference pro- 
cedure and establishment f a 
provisional government. 

“Reparations is the basic point

many,” a Foreign Office spokes- 
man said.

It was indicated unofficially 


that American and British quar- 


ters feared the Russians wéuld

On several issues, the Soviets 
appear to be unwilling to stand by 
the compromises which they 
agreed to at the conference of For- 
eign Ministers in Moscow,” an

The deputies held their fourth 
meeting today, but were unable to 
agree on membership of commit- 
tees and subcommittees to draft 
the German treaty. After more 
than two hours of discussion they 
decided to begin consideration to- 
morrow of the agenda for the Nov,

ers. 

The Soviet delegate was unyield- 
ing in his demand for a German 
treaty written by Russia, Britain, 

and the United States 
alone. The United States pro- 
posed tha the committees con- 
sist of the Big Four and a con- 
venient number” of Allied States.

For Good Posture 
O PREVENT a stooped back, 
1 one must consciously practice 
good posture. To correct the 
figure flaw—after it is acquired— 
one must do certain exercises or 
have professional massage. The 
following exercise should be prac- 
ticed mid-morning and mid-after- 
noon. 

Sit erectly in a chair. Draw your 
abdomen in, which should raise 
your chest. Place hands on shoul- 
ders, raise elbows to shoulder 
level.

Force 
your elbows back and then for- 
ward in a complete circle. You 
should feel a pleasing release from 
tension around your shoulder 
blades.

There are 
thousands of radio amateurs 
throughout the country, many of 
them away at school or at work 
day by day, when their short-wave 
receivers are idle. These receivers 
bring the signals in much more 
accurately and more loudly than 
do the usual short-wave dials on 
broadcast receivers.
